On the first arrival of this intelligence in Lon- 
don, the consternation in the Cabinet was exces- 
sive; but the Secretary Castlereagh showed his 
wonted vigour and firmness of mind.

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MY POCKET-BOOK.

It appeari | 
to consist of eMtracIs from unpublished Journals ^ 
of Voyages and Travels.— We subjoin some spe* i 
clmens of this work, which we houIcI recommcrxl \ 
to one of the Secretaries of (he Adtiiirsliy to ei 
They have leisure enough. 

Extract 1st. — On this very fatiguing day we 1 
arrived at a town of which the name is Lorcas- 
EL'RF.Y, as far as we could collect from the voct- I 
TeralioD of the natives. At a very great distance ' 
it appeareth a goodly city, and for many hours was 
in sight ere we reached the galea. The road 
runneth round and round, frequently as it were 
taming its back upon Use//', and this through a 
very flat and poor country ; so that a man, after 
having journeyed many hours, shall think he is 
the city gate, yet shall find, to bis cost, he is not a 
whit nearer the cud of his labour. The city db i 
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f ninisheth in extent and beauty, as you spproacbt 

[ Bnd when the weary traveller reachelh the skirW 
tiiereof, it is no longer the city he beheld at a dis' 
tance, but a poor ill-built, defenceless village, with 
a few turrets, or, as they call them, ^asabrauss, 
for show. Yet are the natives, which be few and 
tMggarly, right proud of this their capital. Thar 
apeech is as circuitous as the avenues to the towUf 
insomuch that they never speak without digref 

I tions and many parentheses. Tliey talked much of 
|he counlenante of the foundations, which we pre- 

I sumed they opined to be peculiarly worthy of re- 
mark : but as our researches were not directed to 
those quarters, we cannot speak to the fact. 
Their dress consisteth of an upper garment of 
blue or green cloth, over whidi, buldrickwise, 
paaseth a belt or riband of a blue colour, for 
what purpose we could not learn, though it be not 
for a sword. They wore strait trossers, after the 
manner of the Irish Keines, the Turkoman, and 
Tartar, very full about the midriff. It appeareth 
their religion is like uulo that of the Chinese. 
They worship a fat Idol, and dcTOUlly, with iiiaHy 
genuflexions, approach what in tlieir sUiin^c 
tongue they call his fuudamcutal feature; \^e 
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presume their coin beareth Uiis type, though it 
was impossibfe to ascertiun ibis point from the • 
difficulty of getting a direct answer, and the acttr \ 
cily of coin in Lorca8-ej.-rey. 

£d. — At 4 P. M. the fog thickened, and be* "I 
came so dense, as that the man at the helm could 1 
not see the main-maat ; hove lead, and found ihraa I 
fathom, with muddy bottom ; cast anchor. Tbm I 
fog dispersing a little, saw land close on our v 
ther-bow ; lowered a boat, and landed. Flat muddjr i 
shore, no vegetation on (he island, but a sort of J 
lichen, which resembled slips of paper, inscribed I 
with letters, much discolonred auiJ tattered. Tho | 
natives looked on us with a silly, inoffensive, and j 
somewhat timid gaze, and fell to stripping off thA I 
lichens from the muddy soil, proffering them to 
us, who still made signs for meat and vegetable!. 
They frequently turned up (heir eyes after a s[ranga 
fashion ; and with some earnestness, and joined 
handn, repeated words to us which sounded thua* 
Eyeshooold, or Eyewooooold. One of them, on 
our making signs for food, offered us i. sort of 
book about (he size of a common Bible. A con- 
stant fog seemeth to hang ov^r thii land, which i» 
eatreme cold. "Die natives are thin and spaie, of J 
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a phlegmatic complexion and simple couiilcnance; 
yet some of us had cause to doubt ilieir Himplicity, 
and to account them as cutpurses, having had our 
pockeu rifled of much of the property therein. 

We conceived thin to be a place called llie 
Saints; but on farther consideration, and e'^amin- 
ing our charts, we concluded it uas a new Oisco- 
veiy. We called it Fanmouldarl's Land, In ho- 
nour of the very worshipful Mynheer Mouldiold 
' Vansithard. 

— SwAcr.ER Pol is a small town, defended 
wky a wall of plaster and mud, which is in a state 
W complete ruin. It has a mint, the privilege of 
Knning (which is seldom used), but no cHurch. 
Tile houses, though low, are tolerably well built 
towards the street, with much tawdry painting and 
ornaments in a very bad taste ; but behind is no- 
thing but empty space oi dunghills. The inhabit- 
ants are notable for vanity ; the first you meet shaU 
expatiate On the antiquity and sirength of the city, 
it! mint, where no gold hath been coined for a 
cenlury; and above all, on his own individual la- 
lent, beauty, and prowess. On these topics they 
will harangue, until, like the Pythoness of old, 
ihey fall into hysterical passions. A curious es- 
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ample occurred during my stay in Swaqger Pou, I 
The cliief director of the Mint, who was a perfect , 
ignoramus on the subject of coining, did never- 
theless hold forth on his own transcendent talents i a 
and after an enumeration of his other virtues, he I 
dwelt on that of patience with such force and pas^ i 
sion, as lo strike (and, but that he is old and feeble, 
he would have wounded) one of those to whont 1 
his discourse was addressed. This little town it 
accessible on all sides to an enemy, the walls beii^ J 
made of such ill-tempered materialit; the country | 
around barren, and bearing evident marks of wintl'1 
volcanic origin. 

4th. — We next visited a spacious seaport, which 1 
seemed, as it were, to grasp at all the treasures of | 
the ocean. It is called by the Spaniards Roso* 1 
LiiiNTE ; the cause of which name is questioned 
by the curious. Certain it is that many rose-trees^ 
or Rhododeudra, grow aronnd, the flower of I 
which has an ill savour. I discovered in a cove ] 
the fullowing ancient inscription, which 1 give^ J 
imperfect as it is : . ' 

Hie jacet . , . Rosa mendax non Rosa ronnda,' 
Non redokt sed olet 
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Which may be Englbhed thus: — 

Wilh no clean hands I here r«pose, 
1 vow to 6od a stinldDg Rose :

1 leave it to antiquaries to explain the genae 
of these lines, and the etymology or the nam* of 
Bosoliente. 

The Marine Treasury is in the towD, at ihe 
head of which is a venerable Gentleman, Don 
Jorge de Roses-y-mentiQas. No great business is 
done, nor in there much treasure in the building ; 
yet Don Jorge, to impose on strangers, and im- 
press them with the belief of great and extenuve 
concerns, naval and commercial, bestirs himself 
much, and niaketh the clerks keep a great coil, 
tunning up and down as fast as his swollen legs 
will permit. They complain much of his hasty 
disposition. The Jobon now supplies him with 
fine salmon; but the harbour is unsafe, on account 
of quicksands and sudden squalls.

Those tiuly respectable families, in j 
remonstrating, have clearly proved, that he is in no [ 
way related to them ; the ancestor from whom he 
claims descent having died in his shoes unmarried. 
Being foiled in these bold attempts, Earl Diddler 
is indebted to tlie inventive genius of ilie College 
for any arms at all. The only ancestor on whom 
the College could found any pretensions for hiii 
Lordshiji to heraldic honours, is the nolorioos 
Jeremy Diddler, Elsquire, who immortalized him- 
self by his ingenuity in raiwig the Jtind, and from 1 
E 4 
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whom his Lordship derives his titles. He unfor- 
lunHtely possessed no arms but ihose m hich nature 
had btsiowed upon him, and on « hich, in fact, he 
mainly depended for his subsistence during tbe 
early part uf his life, the details whereof have 
been laid before the public. But tlie College, 
while they were reduced to the painful necesnty 
of taking the deeds of Earl Diddler himself, as tbe 
only le^^timate basis on which they could work up 
his coat of arms, felt that they would be well jus* 
tified in recording any remarkable expression of 
the above quoted ancestor; and the motto, there- 
fore, commemorates one of his well-known apo- 
thegms. For these reasons they have come to tbe 
resolution of registering the following coat of 
arms : —

all six escutcheons, each chained with an attonie; 
defamed, and rampant of the first, armed and 
langued brass. — The Honour — point defaced, and 
in a canton of the second a Spy's head erased, 
issuing out of a window sable.

tripping, habited proper : in his sinister hand a 
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Horn tipped or — on his head a hat m. scrolled arg. 
— on the scroll is written, 9d Ed. Courier.

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MR. J. W. WARD'S RETURN TO

Tills Geiillcman, who was first Mr. Pitt's fnend, 
uext Mr. Fox's friend, afterwards Lord Grenville'j 
aiid Lord Grey's friend, and latterly Mr, Canning's 
friend, has, after a long secession, returned (as it 
is supposed) to resume his Parliamenlary duties. 
He entered the House of Commons, after having 
been challenged by the door-keeper, at seven 
minutes past six o'clock : his air appealed some' 
what embarrassed, his gait was indisputably avt't- 
ward. Scarcely had he reached the bar when he 
was recognised and warmly greeted by Mr. Wind- 
ham Quin and Mr. H. Wrottesley. But Mr. Ward 
did not appear sensible to the warmth of their 
congratulations — he stood for some minutes in a 
pensive attitude, with his left hand stroking his 
chin, and his right in his breeches pocket, chinking 
some Louis d'Ors, and evidently engaged in a dia- 
logue with himself. On Mr. Vansittarl's rising 
to speak, however, he suddenly withdrew his right 
haail, disengaged himself from his two frieiid^r 
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ejaculated some words with great energy in a fo^ 
reign language, which the Country Gentlemen 
near the bar could not understand, then darted for- 
ward, made an indifferent bow to Mr. Speaker^ 
and threw himself into a vacant seat on the third 
bench behind Lord Castlereagh. 

As some curiosity may naturally arise as to the 
description of political characters among whom he 
immediately arranged himself, we have obtained

on either side of him were seated Mr. Odell and 
Mr. St. Paul, in front of him Mr. Teed and Mr.

to our ready talker. Up he gets^ and in the most 
spokesman-like fashion delivers himself upon the 
sum of affairs. Is he upon a beer-barrel or a 
tub in Liverpool ? He descants upon the happy 
state of that well-represented city, where there 
are thousands of voters. Is he upon a table at 
Manchester i He expatiates upon the happiness 
of 100,000 inhabitants having no votes at all; 
shows them that *' unrepresented Manchester is 
safe in represented Liverpool," with a good deal 
tnore to the like purpose (whatever that may be), 
nd equally well adapted to the great emporium 
of stuff' and fustian. Is he underground in 
Cheshire ?

REMINISCENCES. 



MR. CANNING. 

No. I. 

May 31, 1816. 

This Gentleman's Writ was moved last night, he 
liaving accepted the office of President of the 
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Board of Control, uitdur Lord Cii!>tlereagh an 
Leader of the llouiie of Commons, and Lord 
Liverpool as Prime Minister; and we maj add, 
under Lord Weslmorliiiid. and Mr. Vansittart, and 
Lord biidmoudi, who all hold high and distinguish- 
ed oftices in the Goveriimeiil. Indeed Uie Com- 
inission of the Board names Lord Sidmouth first, 
and then other Ministers, tndurliiig Mr. Vansittart, 
and Mr. Canning is onlj named l>efore the ordi- 
nary Members of the Board. 

This is truly a falling off — a sinking with a 
vengeance : six years of his life passed out of 
place seems to have wonderfully increased the 
Gentleman's tractability. Only sec v^hat language 
he used to hold before bis misfortunes. In 1804 
lie opposed the Government, because Lord Sid- 
mouth (the perpetual butt of himself and his little 
knot of friends) was >[inisler, and because Lord 
Liverpool was Foreign Secretary, " in whom he 
bad no confidence." When Mr. Pilt came in, 
Mr. Canning declared himself satisfied, " i ecinse 
Lord S. was no longer Minister; and because the 
Foreign Department was no longer under Lord L, 
whom he dis.ipproved of." Between himself and 
Lord Liverpool there bad prevailed » long iutU 
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niacy of that endearing sort which is founded opoi 
unilateral merriment — upon jokes taken and aot 
returned — upon the jocularity in the one paitj, 
and absurdity in the other — ^upon the one hafiog 
occasion for a butt^ and the other having the qua- 
lifications for it. lliis endearing intercourse hid 
long subsisted between these two great StaietnHa^ 
and it was in 1812 somewhat awkwardly inter- 
rupted by one of them (the one who had played 
the passive part) getting over the other's head, and 
starting up a Premier without asking his leave. 

Lord Castlereagh had been condemned by Mri 
Canning, in a manner still more unqualified, ti 
nnfit for service. He had pronounced him idoH 
pable of conducting the War Department, because 
important operations were gomg forward in Por- 
tugal. It is true that this recorded opinion did 
not prevent him from acquiescing in the same in- 
capable Lord's continuance as director of the war, 
when its operations were extended to Spain and to 
Walche'ren; but both these worthies soon afiter 
quitted office, and settled their differences in ano* 
ther way. In a couple of years Lord C. comes 
in as Foreign Secretary, and conducts extensive 
eampaigiB and unprecedented negotiations. Mr. 
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Canning is contented to sefve unue^r him ub a 
Foreign Envoy, wiih foutiteen THotsANOaj'ear 
salary, and noHiing to do, except once a month to 
"have the honour of heing, with infinite re- 
sped, hifi most obedient and most huiiihle ser- 
vant." Now he coiiips home, and takes a fourth 
rate place under tlie Lords Sidmouih, Liver- 
pool, and Castlereagh, all of whom he had in 
their turn, and frequently all at once, pronounced 
the most incapable of mankind — all of whom he 
and hb friends have been abusing, and jibing, and 
versifying, and squibbing every where, both in 
Parliament, in society, and in print — all of whom 
he has been opposing on great fundamental ques- 
tions of policy, and attacking for their priuciples, 
as bitterly as he has been laughing at their persons. 
He told his Liverpool audience, ihut to accept 
office with Lord Castlereagh was " not con- 
sistent WITH HIS PERSONAL HONODH." He 
lakes office under Lord Castlereagh. He told 
them that " he acknowledged no earthly leader." 
He ranges himself mider that celestial dynasty of 
which Lord Sidmonth and Mr. Hilcy, Mr. Van- 
littartand Mr. Bragge, are the outward and visible 
signs. We propose to refresh the recollection df 
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our readers with soire or the new Minister's good 
things said and wntten at the expense of his new 
colleagues. The reminiscences niaj be edifying in 
times like theite ; we are sure they will prove

In the mean lime he has been gratified with 
some few changes in the India department. One 
of these, we understand, is not quite of his own 
seeking. Mr. Wallace, wliose long and able ser-

Thf natural effect of present objects, more espe- 
cially shining ones, is to dim our recollection of 
the past) and not unfrequently to raise a disbelief 
in former things with which they seem incon^tent. 
Such has-been our case of late in witnessinor the 
sl^owy cordiality between Mr. Canning and ** all 
the Doctors^*' his tender salutations of the Lord 
Gastlei*eagh, his profound deference towards Mr. 
Bra^e, his wanton courtship of the Premier and 
the Doctor-in-Chief, and the more quiet endear- 
ments of his intercourse with the Mister Hiley. 
Scenes like these, while they attract and gratify the 
icuriosity of the observer, are calculated to raise in 
liim, alternately, doubts of the accuracy of his 
senses, and of the existence of very recent evients. 
In despite of these feelings, however, we are com- 
pelled once more to recall the literature of times 
that are past, and to continue our Reminiscences, 

True genius is known by the universality of its 
suecejises. It is given to but a favoured few to

I'hese are the feats of true oratory ; and what 
riiall we 'HHj of tlie poetry which n6w soars to the 
highest Lyric^ as in the Doctor Ode and the 
(j/i/ster Song, now descends to the sprightly |£pi- 
grauiy and anon loses itself among Uie higenious 
obscurities of the Charade ?

We have once more been disappointed in the ad- 
mirable poem mentioned in our last, ** The Doc* 
tor's Rise" but it is highly gratifying to have so 
delicious a treat for the classical reader as the re- 
covery of the following two inimitable productions 
must afford. 

If we have rightly adventured to make men- 
tion of universality as one characteristic of genius, 
so dare we now add as a distinguishing quality, 
the happy faculty of pursuing for any length of 
time the same subject, and finding some new and 
felicitous manner of handling it ; while dulness, 
on the other hand, shall make you sick of tlio 
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richest argument at first sight. We have followed 
Mr. Canning through the various lights in which 
he placed the excellent personage who now stands 
so high in the public service, Viscount Sidmouth^ 
L. L. and M. D. Tlie subject seemed well n^ 
exhausted, when, lo ! we find it served up in a 
different, though not perhaps in an unexpected or 
surprising form. Having fully considered him in 
a mechanical and a medical light, as a Block and 
as a Doctor, he now takes a zoological, or, more 
accurately, an ornithological view of him ; be 
serves him up as a Bird, and one more remark** 
able for its popularity and usefulness in common 
life, than for any peculiar rarity, the Anser Ar^ 
genteus of Linnaeus, and the Goose, or rather 
Gander, of culinary writers. 

A SIMILE. 

Ye Bards, attune your halcyon lays, 
To Addington address your praise. 

Who bade War's horrors cease ; 
Without the aid of wit or parts,

Some parts of this beautiful and just compa- 
rison appear to require explanation ; for why, it 
might naturally be asked> does Mr. Canning term 
a goose " the bird of Kings ? " Therefore he 
Mibjoins this note upon the passage — ^' Pindar 
calls the Eagle the bird of Jove. Why should 
not hifi terrestrial deities have likewise their em* 
blematic bird ? *' — In other words, Mr. Canning 
ingeniously considers the goose as emblematic of 
Royalty; a point which we leave him to discus 
with Lord Sidmouth's present Master; and pro- 
c«ed to the great work now restored — the poem 
«Dtitlcd^' Good Intentions." 

The argument is as follows : —

Hence 
that delight we feel in contemplating a modem

Proteus (who happily for his country still lives), 
and who stands unrivalled as an orator, a buifoon, 
or a diplomatist: at one moment charming ao 
admiring Senate with his eloquence, the 'neiLt 
wri^ng,]!! Genpan play, or with equal indifference 
firing a squib or a pistol at hi^ beist friend. 

As ardent admkers^ of this wonderful charac* 
icr, we have already laid before .bur readers ie- 
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veral rxtrarhi from his works ; and as we find they 
htive given general satisfaction to our numerous 
readers, we shall from time to time renew this 
pleasing task. We have perused his poetical 
works with much delight^ and the more we have 
perused them, the 

" More our wonder grew. 
That one small head could carry all he knew." 

The fallowing lines are a fine specimen of his 
dramatic powers ; and though in some parts opr 
author may seem to have borrowed his ideas from 
a speech of Young Norval, in the first scene of 
the second act of the tragedy of Douglas, still we 
are convhiced it is original, and that no one can 
suppose such a genius would deign to copy a

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RIOTS AT LIVERPOOL. 

BRUTAL ATT'ACK t*PON THE PRESIDENT OF THE 

BOARD OF CONTROL. 

June 10, 1816* 

Mr. GJadstoue, of Liverpool, arrived in town 
late last nigbt express, bearing despatches from 
the President Canning, which announce to His 
Royal Highness's Goveniment the existence of the 
most alarming spirit of insubordination in that 
devoted town» Ttie Public have been for some 
time apprized of the departure from Plymouth of 
the aboveHoieotioiied kimerant orator for the pur- 
poses of re-eiection. On the receipt of that in** 
telligence at Liverpool, vaitoua cyviptoms were 
observed, indicftUve of the riotom di»po^ti<!ito of 
the Electors. In many places were conspicu- 
ously chalked up the following inflammatory 
sentences — No Uinerant orators! — Casey for 
ever !^^ Down with alt tablecloth' speakers ! — 
Walcheren )and Castlereagh for ever!' — May 
the next shot take place in front! &c, &c. 
In a short time these discontents broke out into 
open disturbance, llie first person against whom 
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tbe insurgent Electors directed therr attack i 
Mr. Gladirtone. They suirouDded his bouse aboutl 
eleven at night, when he had jiist retired to bed^ I 
much fatigued by his exertions during the day at ' 
Mr. Canning's Committee. The infuriate mob 
dragged him from his bed, and forming a circle in 
the street, placed him in tlie centre on his knees, 
and brutally forced him to swallow a copy of tbcfl 
departed Income-tax Act. It is impossible !»■ 
say to what lengths the insurgents would have caP- 
ried their amusemeiitB, had not, fortunately I 
Mr. G. a regiment of cavalry arrived to their i 
sulance, and during the scuffle tbey escaped. 
troops succeeded in dispensing tJie insurgents ihi 
night ; bat we r^ret to say, that the arrival 
itiiienuit Candidate produced another serious riot. {

And now 
the President Canning, with a courage worthy of 
abetter cause, mouuted his travelling platform. 
TTie Short-hand Writer opened Iits note-book, and 
the best hopes were augured from the success of 
the oration. But, unfortunately, an effigy of Lord 
Castlereagh, stuffed for the occaiiioLi, took effect, 
from sympathy probably, in the seat of honour, 
and both the Orator and Oration fell to the 
ground. All then seemed lost. The cries of the 
insurgents, the yells of Sir Cox Ilippisley, the 
cheers of Mr. Sturges Bourne, the squalling of 
^.ord Biiiniiig's children, and the nulilnquie^ of

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Mr. Johu William Ward, were eufticient to strike 
terror into the most undaunted tieart. Tlie mis' 
guided and illiterale rioters tlieu brolie open the 
Oratorical Chest, and were proceeding to destroy 
ike labour of years of midnight toil, when fortu- 
nately the g»Uant Colonel Bolton arrived with soine 
troops at the scene of action. The mob were 
repulsed, and the grateful President, i« return for 
(be assistance the troops had afforded him, agun 
mounted hla platform, and was left speaking when 
tljc express came away- It must be satisfactory 
to Government to know, that all in the procession 
did their duty, with but one exception ; and that 
iodivldiial, we luaeot to say, was Mr. John Wil- 
liam Ward. Apparently occupied with hit own 
thoughts, hia chin, and some coins he had in his 
pocket, he seemed an Alien to a cause nhich iu-

or at least circumscribe their motions within cer- 
tain limits, confining them to parliamentary duty, 
or the financial desk. 

The coal-wagons, however, brought matters 
to a crisis. When grievance had embodied itself in 
so inflammable a form, which it was apprehended 
might be converted into a political gas so bright 
and steady, as to illuminate the whole kingdom, 
tt^iirfao were most concerned found that no time 
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was to be lost in making tliose sacritices ^^hich the 
exigency of the ticiips imperiously demanded. A 
meeting of the great pension- hold era was accord- 
ingly convened, Iiord Arden in ihe chair. To 
give a fuil report of the proceedings at this meet- 
ing would be impossible i hut a slight skeii.U of 
them, 1 am certain, will not fuil to be accept- 
able to the people of England, who are so deeply 
concerned in every measure, great or smull, that 
leads to economy and retrenclimcnt. 

Mr. Canning opened Ihe debate in a loaf 
and luminous xpeech, many passages in m hicb re- 
miniled mt of that great Pilot wlio weathered the 
storm, and conducted the bark of the naliun uito 
the harbour, as some maliciously call it, of dis- 
tress and bankruptcy; which opinion is, ho> 
ever, controverted on very high authority, 
touched lightly on his embassy, and finished h 
very brilliant* oration by assuring the Assembly, 
that he had converted every farthing of the in- 
come he received on that account (save what he 
was necessarily obliged to expend in oranges and 
soda-water) into Three per Cent. Consols ; and 
moved, that the 'i5lh of next September should 
be fixed on as the day uheD he and all (hose who. 
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from patiiotic motives, where induced to follow 
hiii example, ahould pay ill tiie leiitli part of tlie 
interest on their respective savings, in aid of ibe 
national exigencies. (Here there mere several 
groans.) 

JVlr. Ceorer, in a neat speech, stated, liiat 
ihrot^h the kind interference of Mr. Tiernej, be 
had been able to anticipate in sacrifice hia Hon. 
Friend, Mr. Canning, by depositing HMOl. per an- 
num on the altar of the nation, f //ear,' hear!) lie 
gloried in the deed, and ascribed its not flowing 
from his own suggestion to the niultifurious uatuje 
of his duties. He declared, that iiotwilhstanding the 
precariousness of the present period, he had given 
3Vi« Courier unlimited credit on hi& biains, which 
liad been latterly so drawn upon for paragraphs, re - 
ItussGs, cross-readings, and cunundrums, that he 
dread(:d a bankruptcy, unless his frieud who Lad 
jtisl spoken would esert his talents uow and then in 
behalf of that paper, and f^ubscribe his quota of 
epigram and inuendo. (Hear ! hear !) He assured 
him, that he would take all danger and responsibi- 
lity on himself; (here Mr. Canning cordtatli/ noth 
ded ameiit across the lablej—rhe would furnish liim 
^oo vitth all tlie necessaiy nyul^rials — he would 
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supply bim with sticks and feathers^ and only ask 
bim for points to the arrows, his own having not 
latterly stHck, from want of tenipep, -sharpness^ 
ind polish. He added some very pertinent 4>b- 
servations on the dry rot in timber, his lucubrations 
in The Quarterly Review^ the sacrifice of his bag 
inthe Irish Four Courts, and the great toils he had 
undei^one in the arduous duties of watch and 
ward on a memorable occaNion. 

Mr. Vesey Fitzgerald next offered him- 
self to the attention of the meeting. — He was for 
a few moments overcome by that diffidence for 
which he is remarkable : at length recovering 
himself, he slightly adverted to the Irish Vicet 
Treasurership. Though many Gentlemen enjoyed 
three times, nay, one nine times the income for 
doing nothing, he yet submitted to the inevitable 
reduction proposed by Opposition respecting this 
place, tlie duty of which was next to nothing. 
(Here there were same murmurs — Sacrifice, saori^ 
fice ! and a good deal of laughing.) Ah to sa* 
cri6ce, he said he was not yet prepared, but he 
would consult his father on the subject, and 
would be ready to speak further on the point by 
the 25th September. 
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At ikis time Lord Castlbreagh entered tfae 
rooin, when tlie whole assembly rose up and bowed 
most respectfully. He said lie had just heard of the 
ineetingy of which he highly approved : he agreed 
that the people were much distressed, and that 
vigorous measures should be adopted for their 
relief. The fundamental features of the case 
were urgent, nor should he be wanting in efforts 
to assist. He held in his hand a bag, (Hear!) 
containing fourteen snuff-rboxes, (Hear! hear!) 
which had been presented to him by several ex- 
alted Personages (Loud cheering): these he was 
determined to dispose of for the public good; 
(Applauses for several minutes,) He also de- 
clared, tbut he was -authorized to countermand 
eighteen mandarins and a Dresden chamber-pot. 
(Reiterated shouts of applause,) He trusted 
such immense sacrifices would satisfy the people 
that the pledge of economy would be redeemed, 
and that speedily ; and that no further good would 
be offeredto the ignorant impatience of the people, 
nor the factious pertinacity of the Opposition. 
(The applause lasted several minutes,) 

Mr. Rose then got up, and took a luminous 
retrospect of his various past services, and of tl}^ 
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ncfiisi remuneration he enjoyed for them. He 
had little, to be sure, now to do] but he had 
done much and well — to talk to him of sacrifices 
was useless — he had already made them. Instead 
of the reversion of his wb^le present income, 
eleven thousand per annum, passing to his son, 
but seven thousand would devolve upon him, 
W(henever it might please Providence to remove 
him (George R.) to a better place. (A laugh.) 
This was something; but he would go farther, 
(a laugh,) and assure that assembly, that he would 
not follow up tlie intention which he originally 
entertained, of endeavouring to have entailed on 
his grand, children and great grand children the 
aforesaid seven thousand^ pounds per annum, but 
be satisfied widi the present arrangement. (Hear! 
hear!) 

Lord Arden then rose, and entered into a 
long and ingenious argument on the different na- 
tures of absolute and relative sinecures. Those 
who enjoyed situations of the latter description 
\}'ere, he said, bound to make sacrifices ; and, were 
he possessed of one of them, he would, like other 
Gentlemen, have felt it necessary to relinquish 
ope, or perhaps two hundreds, out' of the thirty 
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tlioiix-jiiHs he riretved, in favour of llie n<?ceasilie> 
uf the people. But, in the case of an absolute 
*ineciire, lie deiiiiid ihul this doctrine held. If, U' 
lie had, he misled, proved that sacrifice and la- 
Lour ishuiild be propurtioiml, a posiuon plainly 
exemplified iii llie ubsolute dismissal of several 
clerks in tiie puhlic offices, who had large fami' 
lies, who worked ten hours a day ; and on this 
principle, were not merely reduced but sent 
adrift! he insisted that, vice versa, where there 
was no labour, there should be no reduction; 
and that, therefore, he, for his part, would ttot 
part with a shilling. He then adverted, in terini 
of high praise, to the plan of the Saving Banks 
digested by Ills friend G. Rose, which he de- 
scribefl as the true sources of economy, and the 
best safeguards of the comforts of the people. 
Of these institutions he was the sincere friend; 
and by patronizing and subscribing to them, he 
conceived this assembly would effect a real good. 
The Penny Jseociations, he asserted, had greatly 
forwaided the views of the Bible Society, and x 
similar establishment would aid that great mea- 
sure of national economy, the Saving Banks. 
llf-, for his part, would willingly become aeon- 
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tributor; and moved that a Society be fbrthwitk 
formedf to be called, The Placemen and Pen-^ 
sioners* Retrenchment Penny Society; and tfatt 
an early day be appointed to frame regulations^ 
elect officers, and appoint a Committee and Trea« 
surer. (This motion was carried by acdama-^ 
tion.) A continual drop of water descending 
on the hardest marble would, he observed, ia 
time make a sensible impression upon it. The 
Retrenchment Penny Society would make a si- 
milar impression on the National Debt. He 
alleged that there was great virtue in a penny— ^it 
waH an attribute of wisdom and of Royalty-— 
penny wise, penny Royal. If every Placeman 
and Pensioner paid one penny per week, every 
end would be answered. 

The Meeting was then adjourned.

He then assures his 
correspondent, that the rvart ia not really danger* 
ous, though extremely troublesome to the par^ 
to which it attaches itself, from its tender ana' 
instable nature, and liability to become sore. Hi, 
comforts him, by showing him many cases of- 
public men labouring under a similar visitation] 
indeed, " So common is llie wart (says Mri' 
Uiley), that I know of no one who has not had it 
at one time or another, though it has generally 
soon gone off, without leaving any permanent im* 
pression. Kven my biulher, the Doctor (whom I 
have spoken to upon the matter, as became me, 
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and whom I never can mention without unfeigned 
vencratiou, Dtiin mrvior Ipse mei, nay, 1 will 
add also, diim spiritlb hac regit artm) — my 
Lrulher, the Doctor liad it iu the year 1S06, 
tUough slightly."
